Further to our recent meetings, I wish to clarify to you my position regarding wheelchair 
accessibility at oca. 

Accessibility to the school, and specific areas within the school is both inappropriate and 
inadequate . 

Primarily my concern is with the lift which is installed at the r^ar of i:; McCaul Street. The 
^ser is required to use the lift, the current change in policy is no; only time consuming and very 
inappropriate in rain or snow but is also a cause for concern about the safety of the lift if tr.e 
service of an attendant is now deemed necessary Also of concern is the lack cf any indication or. 
the lift regarding where or by whom it was manufactured, and by whose authority it is being ased as 
ir. elevating device. 

As a result of this problem I have had to miss time frorr. many cf my classes not inly because of 
actual time waiting for an attendant, but because I have had to take time intended as breaks and 

reriods -which have cut into class time. 1 miss out or. proper meals, i.-.c because the cafeteria is :n 
3f the areas inaccessible to me I already have the prou-em. cf carrying my lur-Ch with me.

As an immediate solution to the lift problem I want to have a temporary ramp installed \by 
October 21, 1991) to permit access to the main building at 100 McCaul Street and a construction 
deadline for permanent and appropriate access. 

I want definite arrangements to be made to have other areas of the school i.e. cafeteria, 
luditorium, atrium and student lounge made accessible to me by January 1, 193 2 and permanently 
wheelchair accessible by September 21, 1992. 

I applied to school in good faith. In my previous school experience I have never encountered sc 
many stumbling blocks and I am most distressed that despite the best efforts of the Special Needs 
Co-ordinator and other sympathetic staff I have had to go bat on my own behalf. This is not my 
function. My function is to concentrate on my education, to be a student. Please allow me the same 
right to do this as is accorded to other students.
